The Board of Commissioners meeting was called to order at 1:30 p.m..

MOTION: Stevens moved and Workman seconded approval of the minutes of
the Board of Commissioners meeting dated March 1, 2005.  Stevens,
Workman and Heier voted aye.  Schorr and Hudkins abstained from
voting.  Motion carried.

B. Kerry Eagan, Chief Administrative Officer, introduced Brian Wackman,
United Way Executive Director.
